* tors; yet he promifeth to be careful of what- 
* foever Privileges thy enjoy by long Cuftom, 
* and uncortrouled lawful Precedents. 

Felt. Was it poflible that a Prince, whom 
our modern Writers {charge with that moft 
Pufillanimity and Fear to give the leaft Um- 
brage to his Subjects, fhould nor fall fhore of 
Queen befs in Point of Courage?

And if he chanced to fend them any Advice or 
Admonition, “twas prefently cry’d upto be a 
Breach of Privilege, a notorious Infraction of the 
Franchifes of the Houfe,

That 
he was King by human Choice, not by divine 
Charter, That he was not King by the Grace of 
God, but, by the Suffrage of the People. That he 
had no implicé: Truft, or peculiar Property in any 
Thing: That Populus erat potior Rege; That Grex 
Lege, Lex Rege potentior; That the King was 
Singulis Major, but Untverfis Minor: Laftly,
